A pass from Wright 
to Greaves was good for North's lone touchdown. 

September 30 — The Northsiders won their first city series 
game by downing Tech, 13 to 6. Paul Bosley, North's 
star guard, played outstanding both on offense and de- 
fense as did Jackson and Greaves. 

October 8 -North found its stride in beating Lincoln 
27 to 0. The middle of North's line led by Bosley was 
opening big holes for the hard running North backs. 

October 14 — Lind, Howlett and Greaves star as North 
rocks Roosevelt, 19 to 7. The North gridsters are the 
first city team to defeat the Roughriders since 1945. 
The Polar Bears climb to first in city series standings 
with no losses. 

October 21 — A determined North crew traveled to West 
Waterloo to tie the Red and Black, 26 to 26. Jackson 



and Greaves ran two touchdowns apiece. Lind made 
the extra points to tie the game. The line was also 
outstanding with their opening of large holes. 

October 29 — The Polar Bears triumph over a stubborn 
East Waterloo, 7 to 6. A pass from Wright to Greaves 
made the touchdown. Lind then kicked the extra point 
to provide the winning margin. 

November 5 — North loses city championship hopes to 
East, 6 to 0. A pass interception consisting of a 92 yard 
run provided the Scarlet's six points.
